It contains a vivid account of Iho l.oynlists' strugRle 
in Spain, as seen by one who is in continual contact with Iho Tronl .lino 
irenchc.n In .Madrid, and who know-.i well tho suffcrlnR bolni; endured by 
the defendants, and tho work carried on to savo tho lives of the wounded.

.\s you know wc have withstood the heaviest attack and tho most 
serious effort of tho Fascists to take IhovClty since tho, first and. second 
weeks of Xovcmbw. Their lo-^aes havo been terrific — at least 5,000 (our 
papers .'ay 10, HW) tlerman.s have been killed and P'ranco has taken tho 
.Moors away from Madrid and rcnl.'vred them with fresh German troop.'. 
They thought they had a walk-over and advanced in exactly Iho aamo 
massed formation as they did in inil-lOl.'i In France, Our machine suns 
simply mowed them down. Our losjcs were 1 to 5 of thcira. 

The International Drigado has suffered badly of cours* as they are 
.<ho<'k troops bul largo rc-tnforccm'enls of l^'rench, German, Kngllsh, 
Polish and Austrian and Italians — with some Americans and Canadians 
arriving. 

Wc, have been having '2 and 4 raids à d.ty for 2 weeks now and 
many thousands of non-combalanis, women ' and children, havo been 
kilted. I was in the Telephonic Building tho other day when it - wa« 
shelled. However, it Is very modern and strongly built. No sreal dam- 
aye was done — a h,indful of people were killed only. 

Veil simply can't get these people lo lake shelter during' shelling 
and bomb.n.::

/^Un night work is very eerie: We get a phone call for blood. Snatch 
up our packed bag. take ~ bottles (each 500 c.c.) — onc'ot groups 
IV and one ot group 11 blood — out of tho refrigerator and with our 
armed guard off wc go through the absolutely pitch dark streets and the 
guns and machine cuni and rifle shot.s sound like as if they were In the 
nrxt block, although they arc really half a mile .tway. Without lights we 
drive. Stop at the hospital and with a search light in our hands find our 
way inlo the cellar principally. All the operating rooms in the hospitals 
have been moved inlo the basement lo avoid falling sharpfiel, bricks and 
stones coming through the operating room celling. - - ^ 

Our bag contains' a completely sterilized box of inslrumcnls, ' towels, 
rte so wo can start woi*k at once. The man is lying moat frequently on 
a stretcher po we kneel down, beside him. prlrk the finger and on a. slide 
put 1 drop each of Serum type II and typo ill. If his red blood cells arc . 
ag.glutinatcd by II and not by 111 — he is a type III. It agglutinated by 

II he is a III, If by both he is a typo I. If neither, he is a group tV. 

.So now we know what blood hé can lake safely. If .1, III or IV he geUi 
our bolllo of blood group IV (the universal blood). If he U a II he gels 
glood group 11. He could also take IV but as these "Universal Donors" are 
about only ^OCi, of the people, we must use IPs when we can. Then the 
proper blood is warmed in a pan of water and we are ready to start. 
The man is usually as white as the paper, mostly shocked, with an jm- 
pcrccptible piilsc. He may be cxsangulnaled also and not so much 
shocked, but usually Is both shocked and exsanguinated. >Ve now Inject 
novu-ca!n over tho vein in the bend of tho elbow, cut down and find the 
vein and insert a small glas Cannula then run the b'ood in. The change 
ill most cases is spectacular. We give him alway.s 500 c.c. ot preserved 
I'.oo'S awl sometimes more and follow it up wiih .Saline or 5% glucose 
solution. The pulse can now be felt and his pale lips have some color,

daily, besides the blood we leave «1 hospitaLs for them lo use thcm- 
Kclvcv. W'l, I ollect \-j to H.illon daily, mix it with Sodium Citrate 
Cii.bVi ) and keep it just above freezing in tli« refrigerator in sterile milk 
and wino boltlc». This blood will keep for about a week. We are working 
on the us;c of Locke's ijolutlon lo preserve the red bloojl cells longer 
and are making up Bayliss' Gum .Solution. (Gum Arabic In Saline). Bay- 
liss was (or is!) an Knglish physiologist who brought out this gum solu- 
tion for shock during the war of lOM-lS.

Kcnaults and others — and tho 
Lower International of workins 
class organizations (trade unions,

rpONIGHT McGill is sponsoring what is 
hoped will come to be a regular f^ea- 
• ture of the McGill Debating Union — a 
bilingual Mock Parliament. At this, the 
first debate of ils kind to bo. held at this 
Université', the speakers; will be allowed 
to use either French or English as they 
wish, so that no flights of oratory need be 
cramped for want of a word. 

It has long been felt that every ef- 
fort should be made to unite the aims 
and activities of the two universities of 
this citj-, as representatives of the youth 
of the two great peoples in the province 
.of Quebec. And through this debate, which 
in all — owing the use of two languages, 
.shows the pood feeling between the races 
taking part, a broader understanding of 
the feelings of those races towards their 
country should be engendered. Their feel- 
ings towards nationalism, patriotism, and 
the ever-present question of peace and 
war. will all be brought out during the 
debate, affording an excellent opportunity 
for an airing of views, aims, ambitions, 
and the foundation of tolerance. 

With the forwarding of the student 
p^ace petition to Ottawa, the question of 
armaments for Canada is brought to a 
head, in the minds of students especially, 
and it is vital that all should come to an 
agreement on this important subject. This 
can only be achieved by cooperation on 
the part of all those of College age and in- 
terests, because it is essentially a petition 
of the youth of all classes, races, and 
creeds, who may be affected by a future 
war. There are, of course, a few English 
students at the University of Montreal, 
and French students at McGill. but a clos- 
er union of interests should be brought 
about, and w^th the fostering of bilingual 
debates as a beginning, the two universi- 
ties can be brought far towards coopera- 
tion in every way. 



liberty Of Criticism 

Education, conceived as the acquisi- 
tion of culture and the appreciation of a 
higher life in the individual, has under- 
gone some curious and eventful changée 
since the turn of the centiiry. Only in the 
few remaining democratic countries has 
the principle of a more or le.ss unbiased, 
unprejudiced system of education continu- 
ed along the path laid down for it. 
Throughout the rest of the world there 
are scarcely two nations alike in cither 
the .system or the type of education con- 
ferred. 

We. in Canada, u.s<id to our own free 
and critical attitude to questions of educa- 
tion, hear with mingled amusement and 
consternation of th<; rigidly-controlled 
structure of teaching now enforced in 
Germany and other countries of Fascist 
government. 

WJienever there is danger and depreda- 
tion in the wind, it would seem to fall first 
and hardest on education. Grants to uni- 
versities are the first to be curtailed in a 
depres.sion, the last to be restored in pros- 
perity. And just as dangerous to tbe sta- 
tus of a university are the attacks made 
on free spoech and liberty of critici.«îm. 
Such frtedom is taken for granted in 
Canada, dosnite thi; suggestions of Sir 
Edward Btatty. pre.'^ident' of the C.P.R., 
that it should Ije curtailed. 

Indeed, so much is this freedom of 
speer;h taken for granted that such a little 
incident as owui-rfid la.st November at Mc- 
G'']\ Univoj-sily mi/iit well pa.^.s unnoticed. 
A ban had IXîWi placed on the public ap- 
pearance in Montreal of the Spaniali pcov- 
ment renresontatives who visited Can- 
a to plead the cause of their party here. 
.A group of students at McGill proposed to 
(neet to discuKs this matter, and Principal 
Arthur E. Moi'gan was a.Kked by the au- 
thorities to ban this meeting also. 

The Principal, whose views on free 
speech are wvll known, rt^f used to do .so. 
If, a.s lie )>:^inlc(J out, sych ordinary de- 
mocratic liberty i.s jiot to bi; found at the 
univerj;itie,s, wlieie is it to be found?

fn Scnrch of Stravinaky 

YS7E confess that we wfcro first Introduced to the 

\vorV of this eminent contemporary nt New York 
a little over a year ago. On that occAslon the music 
played was the Suite from the Ballet "I'ulclnella" 
after Pergolesi. This Is scored for a small orchestra 
consisting mostly ot wind and percussion Instru- 
ments. At the time wo were struck by the cleverness 
and novelty of the orchestration, particularly of one 
section In which there was a trombone solo of ex- 
ceptional difficulty, but the piece as a whole did not 
strike a refponslve chonl In our being, and failed to 
make a lasting Impression, except thai Pergolesl 
would prot>abIy turn over In his grave at having tho 
source ascribed to htm. 

During the last few weeks we have licard over 
the radio Mr. Stravinsky oonduolinB tho New York 
rhilharmonic Orchestra in some of his tnoro Import- 
ant ^'orks. "The Firebird" e.\cerpta produced a more 
favourable reaction, though perhaps that may have 
been due to' the exhlUraUng grandeur of the closing 
section, and the tact that this work reveals the In- 
fluence of his teacher RImsky-Korsakoff, tor whom 
wo have a verj* warm spot, Not so the "Rites of 
Spring"; this ballet is supposed to depict a customary 
ceremony of prehistoric man In what Is now Russia; 
It portrays the adoration of the Earth, and the sa- 
crifice In the hop© that She will brlnç forfti her 
usu.il plenty. There is no doubt that he achieves an 
atmosphere ot primltiveness and brutality, but un- 
less one c,"»n fTCl beyond that and get a glimpse of 
the composer's ^-lalon, the music is unpleasant and 
tiresome. One must admit, however, that Stravin- 
sky ia a master of orchestratioh^ljwmtnf to know, 
instinctively how to uso to best ao^ntage every in- 
strument, and his music docs not lack colour; on 
the contrarj- it is inclined to be kaleidoscopic. Also 
his rhythm patterns are most intriguing, but some- 
times their relation to the whole design ia somewhat 
inconiîruous. But his radical departures from the 
ordinary rules of melody, harmony, and counterpoint 
are inclined to shock conservative ttstcs. How-' 
ever, one feature of his part ^^■riting is that he makes 
use ot Instruments ot such different characteristics 
and timbres that it is quite easy to follow the them- 
atic development, such as it is. We have l'end that 
it "is his belief that musi6 ahould make a purely 
physical appeal to the h»arcr, and should bo free 
from any literary and pictorial associations which 
address themselves to the Intellect". If such Is the 
aim ot his work, we may be pardoned if we do not 
feel the compelling eftect ot the music ot a man who 
ob\iouply lives in a world all his own. 

His personal appearance certainly dealt a blow to 
our mental image of him. Instead of a shock-hcadcd 
mad genius there appeared on the concert platform 
a spare man with rapidly thinning fair hair, some- 
what acacbnid limbs, and a convex profile, ' broken 
by an enormous pair of horn-rimmed spectacles. He 
looked ascetic and enigmatic, in the latter trait being 
not unlike his music. He was accompanied by his 
alter ego Samuel Bushkin, tbo weU-known violinist 
(not to be confused with Pushkin the writer, on 
whose tales some ot Stravinsky's works are based), 
and together they gave a piano and violin recital 
devoted solely to his compositions. Once again he 
failod to arouse in us more than a slight interest in 
hie adroit handling ot his material and the curious 
effects he produces, except in one short number en- 
titled "Air du Rossignol", which completely cap- 
tivated us. On the whole, however, the pieces were 
difficult to listen to as a whole; one finds oneself 
listening either to the piano or the violin, but acldom 
both together. The very thing which makes his orch- 
estra! works easy to follow makes Jila violin and 
piano compositions hard to listen to properly. Ou- 
casinally the only thing that makes ono iurc that 
both Instruments are playing the same thing Is that 
thoy both etojj at the srme time. 

lu tiuch a state of bewilderment wc put it to 
you, gentle reader, to tell ug where we may find the 
real ."îtravinsky, and how we may make a fair and 
unprejudiced appreciation ot his art from an aosthetic 
point ot view.

ij^ASClSM, just like Ijiboralism, Socialism and Com- 
munism, Is above all an ideology, or state ot 
mind. Tho forms which these Inlai In piactico nio 
merely applications ot these various outlooks. 

Vosdsin opposes tho whole lefllRl phUouopliy 
which is bftsed upon a false concept ot liberty. For 
sucli an outlook proclnlms the "right of man", "of 
Iho Individual", rather than the "riffhl of God", 
country, family or corporate group! Our emphasis 
is on the government, the nation iind ll« laws. 

Liberal democracy has evcrywhoro torn to pieces 
national unity; It multiplies the number ot political 
parties in every country under Its sway. Wo -feci 
that a new society must bo rebuilt in which isucli con- 
ditions win be climlnntcd, 

Wo have come to tho cros-sroadB— llicrc arc only 
two waya of applying social Ju.Mlco, To understand 
this \ro must approach tho subject in a fundamental 
way. 

■.h;-'Wo^.8tarl,by;,».-iylng that eovernmcnis, their laws 
and ieonslitutlotjs, are made on^rely for men. This 
forces us \o try to understand man's nature. The 
leftists (libéral.*!, socialists and communists) tviy 
that man has no inherent supernatural qualities and 
that man's purposo is to find tlie greatest happiness 
In this world. We proclaim that man I.s a being 
living only for u tcmponiry time on this earth, that 
he can find no raradiac at all in this world, that 
human life and all its .Tctivllles are but an unimport- 
ant and insignificant means to a' higher life in tl\e 
future heavenly existence. Ubcralism and Marxism 
have attempted to destroy this l{ist concept and have 
empliasized the Importance of man's dally life in 
friendships, in familles, in sound sexual relations and 
many other petty phases ot our existence.

'C'ASCISM implies a real revolution. By this, to me, 
it is understood that wo do not mean a riot or 
civil war but an orderly change with thu assent of 
iho people, for fascists are the most peaceful group 
in the world. Mowhero have they encouraged' wars 
or built unnecessary armies. Neither arc they 'over 
ambitious lo encroach upon tlio territory ot another 
country. That arises as a basic stand from their 
fundamental position. 

Fascism believes in a spirit of du|.y, sacrifice, de- 
votion on the t>art of alt members of tho community. 
In a country liko Italy, for Instance, where If'asclsm 
has reigned supremo for 14 years and where its 
principles have been ao well Incorporated into the 
common life of tho people, such sclf-sacrifico has 
l>een heroically manifested. Thoro, although work- 
ingmen may have suffered great hardships, no signa 
of revolt liavo been exhibited by these people on ac- 
count ot their devotion to the luduatrlal hculth of 
tho whole population. They bciluvu lliut what hap- 
pens to them personally does not iimttor, na long as 
the country as a whole la In ii sound utato. It la not 
tho individual people but the fascist state that is 
iraporlant. 

Fascism destroy cupitaii.'im oven though it rec- 
ognises the all-linporliineu of capital and privule 
ownership In a liumun uoclcty. It donica tiiu exist- 
ence ot class différence and lliureforo tho necosalty 
for any conflicts between them. 

Fascism la totalitarian. It makes all known 
fields and enertsich of a nullon wurk loHanla ono 
goal; and while working for an uchievcmelit it does 
not tolerutu any uppuaition which might think uf 
Itself rather thun the atulo, bo It a minority or a ma- 
jority. , 

Kuaciani grants I lie fullc£l frceduui of Hpueeli and 
press us long aa It does not inteifciu ur disagree with 
thu decisions of tliu iialionul uullioruv, .\ aironi;

Corporative Stale 

A I/rilQUOlI Fascism strives for dictatorship and 
insista upon It, and although it rcnllsea that tho 
supreme decisions must be modo by one man, or n 
small grouii, It' lia& iliu nation divided into liivue 
coi'poralluna, caeli of which rinda lis oxpreaaiun In 
a corporate parliament. Members uf the imrliaincnt 
are olccicd by the various confederations. Itoprcs- 
cntativcs from vitrloiia groups ure, when a confllcl 
arises, alwitys forced by state authority lo settle the 
problem In a spirit of peace and goodwill. Thus trado 
iin^ijii iiiobleni.-i aie ea.slly idlvcl, l)ci;nisi: lliu iimIhii.s 
liuve nut lliu coinplule, iinuliiiilged fieeiioin lo tuku 
action against tho Inttresls of llie fascist stute. 

As far as jobs are concornod, fascism attcmpts 
to employ overyone. livon Ihuugli It may not always 
auccced, aa II. may In: iirgued fioiii llaly and fler- 
inuiiy, ncverlhel«ibs, ihc lieep cuncein and cunllniml 
Intorcat In their prolilciii.s on lliu pari uf the gnv- 
ummcnt leaders la itself inspiring nnd helpful to the 
unemployed group.
